Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 31.—Mrs. Car­ 
rie Alice Pitzel testified in the Holmes 
m urder 
case 
yesterday. 
She 
was 
obliged to interrupt her pitiful n arra­ 
tive a t frequent intervals 
to 
accept 
spoonfuls of medicine from the trained 
nurse who attended her. In a voice 
broken with grief she told the whole 
distressing story. 
How her 
husband 
was spirited away from her and m ur­ 
dered out of sheer greed of gain; how 
she bade her little ones good-by, con­ 
fiding them to the care of 
the 
man 
Holmes in all trustfulness, little think­ 
ing th at when next she should set her 
eyes on them the two little girls would 
be lying side by side on the marble slab 
of a morgue, cold in death, and the boy 
a parcel of moldered bones. 
Between 
her bitter sobs she related every detail— 
from the first m eeting with Holmes a1 
m ost up to today—and so affecting was 
the story th a t even D istrict Attorney 
G raham , long used to tales of misery 
a»d distress, paused in the exam ination 
to wipe away a furtive tear. Through­ 
o u t it all Holmes sat unmoved. Indeed, 
dice or twice, as some statem ent from 
her lips struck a chord in his breast, a 
malicious sneer played around his thin 
and bloodless lips. But never once did 
th e woman look toward him. 
O. LaForrest Perry, assistant to the 
president of the Fidelity M utual Life 
association, was then called. 
This is 
the company th at was swindled out of 
th e $10,000 for which Pitzel’s life was 
Insured, and it was Perry who began 
the investigation into the conspiracy. 
A fter Pitzel's death and the paym ent of 
th e money the m atter was closed until a 
letter was received by President Fouse, 
bf the insurance company, from Super­ 
intendent of Police 
H arrigan, of St. 
Louis. This contained the declaration 
of Hedspeth, the train 
robber, 
th at 
w hile in jail in St. Louis he had over­ 
heard Holmes and Pitzel 
talking of 
form ing a conspiracy to defraud an in 
surance company out of $10,000 by the 
substitution of a corpse for Pitzel. On 
the inform ation thus obtained a war 
ra n t was sworn but for Holmes on the 
charge of conspiracy, and upon this he 
was arrested in Boston. 
W hen arrested Holmes said he did not 
w ant to go to F ort W orth, but th a t he 
would go w ithout requisition to Phila 
delphia, where he defrauded the Fidel­ 
ity insurance company out of $10,000. 
T his was entirely voluntary on Holmes’ 
part. Shortly 
after 
noon 
Inspector 
H all of the Toronto police departm ent 
arrived with Mr. Ryves, who 
is ex­ 
pected to swear th a t he lent Holmes the 
spade w ith which he dug the graves for 
the Pitzel girls. 
Following this Mrs. 
Pitzel gave her testim ony. 
At 5:30 a recess was taken. 
The 
court reassem bled a t 7 o’clock, and dur­ 
ing the few moments th a t elapsed be­ 
fore the business of the case was re 
sumed Holmes sat in the dock reading 
“Stephen’s Digest of the Law of Evi­ 
dence.” 
At 7:15 o’clock Mrs. Pitzel’s 
trying ordeal was resumed. The cross 
exam ination was continued until 8:15, 
but developed nothing to controvert her 
evidence in chief. 
D istrict Attorney 
Graham then showed her the crayon 
portrait of Pitzel, and she said: 
“Yes, 
th a t is a good picture of my husband 
as he left home.” 
This concluded Mrs. 
Pitzel’s 
testi­ 
mony, and at 8:30 o’clock she gave way 
for her 
daughter, Jeanette—“Dessa. 
H er testim ony was largely corrobora­ 
tive of th a t given by her m other con­ 
cerning the departure of the children 
and th e subsequent travels of Dessa and 
her m other under Holmes’ guidance to 
the various cities named. 


Negotiations w ith Canadian Represents- 
tires Proceed Satisfactorily. 
W ashington, Oct. 31.—Secretary Ol­ 
ney was in conference again for more 
than an hour yesterday with Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and his Canadian advisers, 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell and Sir Charles 
Tupper, respecting the arrangem ent of 
some means of adjusting the British 
Behring sea claims. 
After the discus­ 
sion the parties dispersed without fix­ 
ing any day for another meeting. No 
statem ent of the results of the discus­ 
sion so far can be elicited at the state 
departm ent, but there is little doubt 
that it related not directly to the set­ 
tlem ent of the claims just 
now, 
but 
rather to the form ation of a commis­ 
sion to examine carefully all the claims 
and recommend means of settlem ent. 
The B ritish representatives 
feel 
en­ 
tirely satisfied with their reception by 
Secretary Olney and consider th a t the 
negotiations are proceeding 
satisfac­ 
torily.

The governor 
informed the sheriff th a t it was his 
duty to protect the prisoner at w hat­ 
ever cost, and dem ands of him an ex­ 
planation as to why he did not do IL 
He further says th at having failed in 
enforcing the laws in this instance, he 
trusts the sheriff will perm it nothing 
to deter him from the performance of 
his duty in prom ptly arresting all par­ 
ticipants in the mob and bringing them 
before an exam ining court at once. The 
governor adds that, in case the sheriff 
cannot do this unassisted, he will take 
pleasure in lending executive assist­ 
ance at any and all times, but the mob 
m ust be apprehended at once.

T erre Haute, Ind., Oct. 31.—At the 
Baptist State convention yesterday the 
proposal for a union of the four Bap­ 
tist bodies going to make up the con­ 
vention was adopted and the association 
will hereafter be known as the Baptist 
State convention. 
This unites the 
church, Sunday school, B. Y. P. U., and 
mission interests all in one organiza­ 
tion. 
A committee was appointed to 
secure its incorporation. 
Rev. Albert 
Ogle, of Indianapolis, superintendent of 
state mission work, made a report. He 
said there were still tw enty-four county 
seats and seventy-five towns and vil­ 
lages of from 500 to 1,500 population in 
the state w ithout Baptist 
churches. 
The work was going vigorously, how­ 
ever. 
The convention elected the Rev. 
C. M. Carter, Lafayette, president. 


Twenty Six Thousand Men Reported 
to Have «Gdithered in Armed R esist­ 
ance to the Antbority of the Sultan 
of Turkey—Situation Very Grave— 
Reports of the Massacre Confirmed. 


Constantinople, O ct 31.—The most 
alarm ing news yet received from Ar- 
ments was made public here yesterady. 
It is stated th at the situation is so 
grave that in the Zeitout m ountains and 
in th at district there are 26,000 Arme­ 
nians in open revolt against the rule of 
the sultan. 
The Turkish government, 
in view of the gravity of this outbreak, 
has decided to call out the arm y re­ 
serves. 
Varna, Oct. 31.—Three cavalry offi­ 
cers who have been stationed a t the 
Yildiz Kiosk 
have been exiled to 
Yemen, Arabia, on the charge of plot­ 
ting against the life of the sultan. 


Terrell Confirms Massacre Reports. 
W ashington, Oct. 31.—United States 
M inister Terrell has cabled to the State 
Departm ent a practical confirm ation of 
the press reports of the recent Arme­ 
nian massacres. He has given his form ­ 
al w arning to the Porte, by direction of 
Secretary Olney, th at Turkey will be 
held responsible for the safety and se­ 
curity of all Am erican m issionaries in 
that country.

F reight Conductor Dan Gammon, of 
Estherville, Iowa, was fatally injured, 
and Engineer Perm eter and Firem an 
W agner of the passenger were seriously 
injured. 
Some of the passengers were 
injured, but it is believed none seri­ 
ously. 


BIG FIGHT IS DEFERRED. 


Gov. Clarke’s Sheriff Captures Fitzsim­ 
mons a t Texarkana. 
Hot Springs, Ark., Oct. 31.—It was 
learned here last evening th at F itz­ 
simmons had surrendered to the offi­ 
cials of the governor at Texarkana and 
goes to Little Rock, with Sheriff Houpt 
in the company, and it is understood 
that Fitzsimmons will then be required 
to give a peace bond of $5,000, the m ax­ 
imum am ount of bond required. 
Be­ 
ing released, the inference is th at he 
will come to Hot Springs. 
Corbett is 
at the A rlington hotel, in readiness for 
w hatever may transpire. 
Carpenters 
have been busily engaged in construct­ 
ing a twenty-four-foot ring at W hit­ 
tington park, and when the fight takes 
place it will be beneath the big circus 
tend ordered a few days ago. Corbett 
announced his determ ination to rem ain 
here a month if necessary to m eet his 
lanky antagonist. 
From advices re­ 
ceived here it is understood Sheriff 
Houpt and Fitzsimmons 
crossed the 
state line w ith Fitzsim m ons in costody 
of Houpt, and th at when Sheriff Dil­ 
lard appeared under orders of the gov­ 
ernor he ignored the Garland county 
official’s rights in the premises, and 
Fitzsimmons offered no resistance. All 
returned to Texarkana, whence they 
w ent to Little Rock. 
If the fight takes place it will be a t 
Hot Springs, but not to-day. 
M atters 
are in the hands of the Hot Springs 
Athletic association and its legal coun­ 
sel. President Babcock of the associa­ 
tion informed a newspaper correspond­ 
ent that the fight would be brought off 
some tim e between November I and 
November 7 a t Hot Springs. 
The announcem ent from Little Rock 
th a t Gov. Clarke had placed the state 
m ilitia under w aiting orders produced 
no perceptible effect upon the leaders 
of the local sporting fraternity, who, 
by the way, are identical with the cit­ 
izens’ committee. 
Such a step on the 
part of the executive authorities had 
been expected and it surprised nobody. 
It is thought this action was taken to 
prepare for the emergency of Fitzsim­ 
mons’ falling into the hands of Sheriff 
H oupt’s officers at Texarkana and be­ 
ing brought to this city.

BATTLESHIP DEFECTIVE. 


Alarming Reports About the New Cruiser 
Indiana. 
W ashington, Oct. 31.—It is stated on 
tolerably reliable authority th at con­ 
siderable alterations 
will have to be 
m ade in the equipm ent of the battle­ 
ship Indiana before she can be ready 
fer active service. It has been discov­ 
ered th a t with her full equipment the 
arm or belt, designed to 
protect the 
ship’s w ater line, would be submerged. 
Instead of being three feet above w ater 
the belt would be three inches below. 
The navy departm ent 
declares that 
there Is nothing seriously the m atter 
w ith the Indiana, but appears to be 
certain th a t the boat will not be able 
to carry her full arm am ent. Secretary 
H erbert says he will have the vessel dry 
docked and exam ined ai- soon as she is 
officially turned over. 


Popnlation of lo ira Cities. 
Des* Moines, Iowa, Oct. 31.—Returns 
compiled by the state census bureau 
show th a t there are eighty-two cities 
in Iowa having a population of 2,000 
or more. 
Dubuque, which is now in 
second place, has a gain of 10,263, the 
largest of all. Des Moines’ gain of 6,266 
is the next largest. 
Sioux City has 
lost 10,435, or 27.6 per cent of the peo­ 
ple she is supposed to have had in 1890. 
That city has dropped down from the 
second largest to the fourth, and Burl­ 
ington is crowding her hard for th a t 
position. 


Cord Salisbury on Free Trade. 
London, Oct. 31.—The 
M arquis 
of 
Salisbury made a speech at W alford 
yesterday to a large audience. During 
the course of his rem arks the prime 
m inister referred to the agricultural 
question, and said: 
“Since the repeal 
of the corn laws we have 
had 
the 
strongest cause to lam ent that, though 
the protectionists resisted, their w arn­ 
ings had not been listened to more 
carefully. 
The repealers laughed at 
the idea of its injuring husbandry, but 
a lowering of prices resulted and free 
trade has almost, killed husbandry in 
several counties.” 


M ONUM ENT IS A SHAM . 


Pile Erected to the Memory of Lincoln 
Must Be Torn Down. 
Springfield, IU., Oct. 31.—The Lin­ 
coln monument, at Oak Ridge cemetery, 
which has for the past tw enty years 
been adm ired by thousands of people 
from all over the world, will have to be 
torn down. It is too far gone to be re­ 
paired, and, besides, its construction is 
such that it will not adm it of repair, 
instead of b^ing a substantial pile of 
solid granite, as external appearances 
would indicate, it is a rickety structure 
of brick, veneered over with slabs of 
granie. This is the verdict of the state 
trustees, who have charge of the monu­ 
ment. 
During the last session of the 
general assembly the historic pile was 
turned over to the state; $30,000 was 
appropriated for repairs, and a law 
passed 
m aking 
the 
governor, state 
treasurer, and state superintendent of 
instruction trustees of the monument, 
to care for it and m ake the much- 
needed repairs. W hen the trustees set 
about to arrange for the repairs they 
discovered th at the magnificent monu­ 
m ent erected to the memory of “Hon­ 
est Old Abe” was a sham and a fraud. 
W hat appeared to be huge blocks of 
granite were nothing but thin slabs 
laid over brick. 


Indiana Village Damaged. 
Evansville, Ind., Oct. 31.—A fire in 
Blankenburgh 
yesterday resulted 
in 
the destruction of several thousand dol­ 
lars’ worth of property. I t originated 
in the grocery store of A. C. Pollard and 
spread to the residences of John Kohl, 
Carlos W ilson and an unknown negro. 
Pollard’s loss will am ount to $2,500, 
with $800 insurance. 
Kohl’s loss 
is 
$2,000. with insurance of $900. W ilson’s 
loss is about $1,800, with probably $600 
insurance. 
The damage to the other 
place is about $300. There are no w ater 
pipes in Blankenburgh, hence the al­ 
most total loss of the property. 


Massachusetts Town Scorched. 
M iller’s Falls, Mass., Oct. 31.—Fire, 
which started in a Main street livery 
stable at 10:30 last night, swept away 
eight buildings, including a big hotel, 
on one side of the street in the busi­ 
ness section and jum ped across 
the 
street and destroyed the buildings on 
that side. 
The fire departm ent early 
proved utterly inadequate and help w*as 
summoned from Greenfield and N orth­ 
ampton. 
The fire burned itself out 
about 2 a. rn. The total loss will reach 
about $25,000. Insurance not known. 


A g a i n s t Now York State Democracy. 
New York, Oct. 31—The decision of 
Judge Beach a few days ago that the 
state democracy could not legally be 
given a separate column in the blank 
ballot surmounted by a rooster as its 
emblem was affirmed by the general 
terra of the supreme court yesterday. 
The judges said in their opinion the 
new law was intended to develop sim ­ 
plicity. That it intended a single col­ 
umn for a single party was also evi­ 
dent. 
The state democracy made no 
nominations for State officers, conse­ 
quently the police commissioners ig­ 
nored the law in m aking up the bal­ 
lot. 


Both Side* 
Make Concessions. 
Denver, Col., Oct. 31.—A t the confer­ 
ence with President Jeffery of the Rio 
Grande railroad the heads of labor or­ 
ganizations stated th at the company 
was justified in discharging the tele­ 
graph operator whose case had been the 
cause of the m eeting but asked th a t he 
be reinstated on account of extenuating 
circumstances. This President Jeffery 
agreed to. 


To Decide Alaska** Boundary Line. 
W ashington, Oct. 31.—The report of 
th e joint commissioners appointed un­ 
der the convention made In 1892 be­ 
tween G reat B ritain and the United 
States for the survey of the territory 
of the United States and Canada ad­ 
jacent to the boundary line dividing 
Alaska and Canada will be made in the 
course of the next three months. Gen­ 
eral Duffield, chief of the coast and geo­ 
detic survey, is the commissioner on be­ 
half of the United States, and D. F. 
King serves in a like capacity for Great 
Britain.

use of property purchased for a Y. M. 
C. A. to th at end. 
It was said th at in 
th e earlier history of the organization 
and before the evangelical test had 
been adopted, th a t in some instances, 
w here the members not connected 
w ith any church came 
to have a 
m ajority; th a t the christian part of 
th e work was wholly dropped and the 
building was turned into a mere club 
room, for a amusement only. 
And in view of the possibility and 
of the fact th a t there was no assur­ 
ance for those who desired to put 
th e ir money into such a building aDd 
Work; th a t if it would continue to be 
th u s used, the prosperity if not the 
life of the association was seriously 
threatened. 
To meet this objection 
and as a 
aafe guard against any snob contin 
gencj the 
rule was adopted th a t 
only members of evangecial churches, 
should be eligible to active 
member­ 
ship aud only active members could 
vote or hold office. 
And experience 
has amply justified the wisdom of the 
action thus taken. 
But the privileges 
of active membership go no further 
than th a t of voting and holding office, 
neither of which is attended with any 
advantages and the latter certainly 
involves a large 
am ount 
of gra 
tmitous labor. 
All benefits and advan­ 
tage i of the association are open to 
every member alike, w hether active or 
associate. 
The rule then instead o: 
Doing a narrow and unreasonable one 
is a wise provision, insuring th a t I 
building thus erected, shall continue 
to be used for the purpose for wbich 
it waB built, and in no sense debars 
any one from the fullest enjoyment 
and participation in all the advantages 
cmd opportunities for help which such 
a building and association affords

E den W as in A rctic R egion s. 
In an interesting and highly instruc- 
ive article, Edward S. Martin review’s 
the numerous theories advanced by sci­ 
entists in the endeavor to solve the 
perplexing problem as to exact location 
of the site of the Garden 
of 
Eden. 
After sifting the theories the writer 
concludes that the question is no nearer 
answered than it was 2,000 years ago, 
and that there are no present indica­ 
tions that the matter will ever be def­ 
initely settled £y any man. To one of 
the latest and most ingenious theories 
Mr. Martin thus refers: The north pole 
will seem at first thought to the aver­ 
age investigator the most unlikely site 
un the earth for Paradise to have occu­ 
pied. 
Nevertheless several sober and 
thoughtful books and pamphlets have 
been written in support of the north 
pole’s pretensions. 
The 
north 
pole 
nowadays is bitter cold, but it has not 
always been so. 
Geologists 
tell us 
that the earth was excessively hot when 
it first began its course—much too hot 
to admit of the presence of any living 
creatures, except, perhaps, a salaman­ 
der. As it grew cooler vegetation be­ 
gun on It, and then it began to be peo­ 
pled, first with fishes, and then with 
birds and beasts; finally with man. 
The first spot on earth to 
get 
cool 
enough to use was the north pole. In 
the process of time it got too cold, but 
there must have been a long period 
when the polar region was the most 
comfortable part of the world. During 
this period, many eminent geologists 
believe, there existed around the north 
pole a continent cow submerged, ann 
that on that continent our progenitor? 
were comfortable in their first home. 
It is known with entire certainty that 
the polar region war once warm enough 
for tropical vegetation to grow there. 
There was light enough, also, for such 
vegetation—abundant 
light, 
indeed, 
for all uses, and plenty for primeval 
man. Geology tells us that man might 
have lived at the north pole.

AT THE BREAK OF DAY 


JANESVILLE BUILDINGS QUIVFR 
AND TREM BLE. 


Sleepers are Awakened by a Vibration 
That Seem i as if Caused by the 
Explosion 
of 
Giant 
Powder— 
Stories Told by 
Some 
Local 
Observers. 


Janesville had her full 
share th a 
morning of an earthquake that shook 
the whole northwest. 
All over town houses quivered. 
The worldly and tho sober-minded 
agree that it was no imaginary shock. 
Eight minutes past five the first 
demonstration corno. 
There was an 
interval of twenty seconds between the 
first and the second, but the first was 
much more severe. 
Nearly everybody 
describes it as an undulating move­ 
ment rather than a simple vibration. 
People in parts of the city remote 
from one another compared notes dur 
ing the forenoon and found their ex­ 
periences were very similar. 
C. I. 
Sloan, out in Harmony; J. G. Rexford, 
in the first ward; F. F. Pierson and

E arly Use o f Gunpowder. 
War destroys, and at tho same time is 
the incentive for the creation of new 
things. War and iron are inseparably 
linked together. The discovery of gun­ 
powder caused a complete revolution in 
the manufacture of iron. The mixing of 
sulphur, saltpeter and coal as a toy had 
been known tor a long time. Hence, to 
speak of the discovery of gunpowder in 
the fourteenth century only refers to 
the application of powder during that 
century for the purposes of war. To 
credit the Mouk Bertold Schwarz, or 
Black, with the discovery of gunpowder 
is incorrect. However, his investiga­ 
tions into the nature of powder and its 
constituents for use as an applicable 
force in guns produced a radical change 
in the then customary warfare, and 
from that standpoint Bertold Schwarz 
deserves to be recognized as tho pro­ 
moter of modern warfare. 
Hundreds of years before Schwarz's 
time the Chinese used gunpowder. 
The invention of field guns is credited 
to the Chinese Emperor Vitey, or Wut-i, 
who lived 140 years bef Oro Christ. Dur­ 
ing the eleventh century tho Tartars 
learned the use of gunpowder from tho 
Chinese. The Arabs acquired the knowl­ 
edge of gunpowder from the Tartars 
and are said to have used cannon at the 
siege of Lisbon in 1147. The Greek fire 
was invented in 068 A. D., and besides 
setting fire to the enemies’ ships and 
cities was used to shoot leaden balls 
out cf metal cannon. Marcus Graccus, 
who lived A. D. 1204-1261, describes 
gunpowder as a mixture of two pounds 
of coal, a pound of sulphur and six 
pounds of saltpeter. —Iron Age. 


Razors of A ncient Days. 
If man at the very beginning was 
hirsute, when did he afterward yearn to 
get rid of at least a portion of his hair? 
That brings us down at onco to shaving. 
At first the hairs on the jaws and chin 
must have been plucked out singly. 
Could a process of this kind, carried 
out during immeasurable periods, have 
produced a comparatively beardless race, 
as are our Indians? If man shaved first 
with a shell or a bit of Hint, his suffer­ 
ings must have been intense. Prehis­ 
toric men in Great Britain, Ireland, 
France aud Italy used bronze razors, for 
we find them today. Generally these 
razors had a tang, with a hole in tile 
tang, so that they could be suspended. 
The razors are rounded on the edge and 
resemble iii shape thoso of the Chinese. 
—New York Times.
